A 
large number of operators arrived 
to participate in ,the first joint con- 
ference this afternoon. A majority 
«f the representatives ot the miners 
comprising the scale committee have 
been in the city several days confer- 
ring, the last to arrive being Presi- 
dent John L. Leads of the Interna- 
tional organization of mine workers. 


The 
19 demands of the miners, 


formulated at their convention in 
Sharnokin, 
Penn., in January and 


ratified by the international conven- 
tion at Indianapolis last month, are 
to be formally presented to the coal 


j operators and explained in detail by 
officers of the union. The operators 
are expected to 
immediately take 


them under consideration and make 
a statement of their position on Fri- 
day. 


The miners are asking for a 20 


per cent increase in contract rates, 
among other things, while the mine 
owners are on record as favoring a 
decrease below the present working 
basis. 
It is not expected that an j.^ree- 


ment will be reached before the end 
of the month. A referendum on the 
question of suspension was not tak- 
en in the anthracite fields. 


The miners -enter the joint con- 


ference determined, they say, to re- 
sist with all their power any effort 
to reduce their present wage scale 
as indicated by the operators. 


Beyond the general statement that 


the workers shall share in the gen- 
eral deflation by accepting a wage 
cut, the mine owners have not indi- 
cated what

There has been informal confer-

AGAINST TREATY 


Failure to Amend Four- 
Power Pact Does Not 
Discourage Opponents 
In Senate. 


Washington, March 15.—For the 


third time the senate defeated today 
an effort to amend the four-power 
treaty to permit participation of out- 
side nations in international confer- 
ences over controversies arising in 
the Pacific. 


An amendment for that purpose by 


Senator Pittman, Democrat, Nevada, 
similar to two on the same subject 
rejected yesterday, was defeated 50 
to 27.

3'cnrs, the edentates such as the 
Glyptodon 
and 
Megatherium

longed to the quaternary era of only 
a million years ago. 
He said that 


from 1890 to the present time there 
had'been twelve places in Patagonia, ! 
between Latitudes 38 and 
52 at i 


which mysterious creatures were re- 
ported to have been seen. These he 
believes constitute a few survivors 
of the genus which existed in the 
pleistocene period. 


Professor Onelli said he bad been 


obliged to postpone the start of the i 
expedition for another week, as a 


total of 7,000 pesos was needed, 
which 3,000 were yet lacking.

The Glyptodon was a creature re- 


sembling the armadillo and which 
attained the size of an ox. It had 
strong limbs, with short, broad feet. 


The Megatherium was a gigantic, 


sloth-like edentate from 18 to 20 
feet in length. It had a short neck, 
heavy body and powerful tail arid 
hind legs. With its strong, prehen- 
sile tongue it tore from trees and 
shrubs the lea\res and t\v':sa upon 
which it subsisted.
